I.  Atkinson  Family  (See  Fisher  Family  for  Direct  Ancestory) 

II.  The  names  (note  stars  *  at  names)  of  the  direct  Fisher  Family 
who  have  been  traced  to  Thomas  Fisher  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth 
Huntly  (daughter  of  Francis  Stanfield  and  Grace  -  last  name  unknown) 
married  in  March  1713  at  Concord  Friends  Meeting,  Marple  Twp  (believed), 
Pa.  Believed  descended  from  Sir  John  Fisher  of  England  but  has  not 
been  proved  and  were  "Quakers  or  Friends  Religion"  believed  from 
George  Fox.

Book.  John  Fisher  gave  one  acre  of  land  in  1869  for  Fairview  Friends 
Meeting  which  was  built  of  lumber  at  present  location  near  New  Vienna, 
Ohio.  In  1910,  Thomas  E.  Fisher,  was  a  trustee  which  built  a  brick 
Fairview  Friends  Meeting  (Old  meeting  building  is  on  the  next  farm  - 
west  -  where  Donald  Bernard  now  lives).  Several  5th  generation 
descendants  of  John  and  Hannah  (Atkinson)  Fisher  presently  attend 
Fairview  Friends  Meeting  at  present  which  is  July  1960.

ATKINSON  FAMILY 

(See  Fisher  Family  For  Direct  Ancestory) 

John  Atkinson  was  one  of  the  early  group  who  came  to  Ohio  and 
believed  to  be  a  stock  buyer.  He  was  married  probably  in  Spring 
of  1826  to  Jane  Leech  (Atkinson)  (she  was  born  December  19,  1805 
in  V.'arrington  Twp.  ,  York  County,  Pa.  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Hannah 
(Maiden  Name  Unknown)  Leech)  and  Jane  Leech  Atkinson  (Fisher)  died 
March  30,  1893  and  she  is  buried  at  cemetery  at  New  Vienna,  Ohio. 

John  Atkinson  was  drowned  May  14,  1838  and  believed  buried  at 
Potter’s  Field,  Cincinnati,  Ohio.

John  and  Jane  Leech  Atkinson  had  6  children  -  Hannah  Atkinson 
(Fisher)  born  June  2,  1827  married  to  John  Fisher  September  25,  1845 
died  December  17,  1904  and  buried  at  New  Vienna,  Ohio  cemetery  (Hannah 
and  John  Fisher  are  the  great,  great  grandparents  of  Margaret  Ann  Leslie). 
Alice  Atkinson  (Burnett)  born  September  12,  1828  married  George  Burnett, 
Alice  Atkinson  Burnett's  second  marriage  October  2,  1853  was  to  Joseph 
Atkinson  who  was  born  March  9,  1824  (After  Alice  Atkinson  Burnett 
Atkinson,  wife  of  Joseph  Atkinson,  died,  Joseph  Atkinson  married  as  his 
3rd  wife  Elizabeth  Oren) ,  Thomas  Leech  Atkinson  born  November  28,  1829 
and  buried  at  Lees  Creek  Friends  Cemetery  near  Highland,  Ohio,  Infant 
daughter  (Atkinson)  born  May  18,  1834,  Cyrus  Atkinson  was  killed  in 
Civil  War,  Rebecca  Atkinson  (Brewer)  born  May  30,  1835  married  November  1, 
1355  to  David  Brewer,  and  Rebecca  Atkinson  (Brewer)  died  February  7, 

1892. 

Jane  Leech  (Atkinson)  after  her  husband's  death,  John  Atkinson, 
she  married  Cephas  Fisher  as  Cephas  Fisher's  second  marriage  and  Jane 
Leech  (Atkinson)  (Fisher)  second  marriage.  To  Jane  Leech  Atkinson  (Fisher) 
and  her  husband  Cephas  Fisher  was  born  one  child  Eli  Fisher  believed  to 
have  been  born  June  27,  1845.  It  is  believed  that  Cephas  and  Jane  Leech 
Atkinson  Fisher's  marriage  was  in  1844.  Eli  Fisher  was  married  to 
Rebecca  Me  Fadden  Fisher  on  February  1,  1866  and  they  had  two  children  - 
Mary  Fisher  (Kester)  who  married  Daniel  Kester  and  Charley  Fisher  (never 
married) • 

Hannah  Atkinson  (Fisher),  daughter  of  John  and  Jane  Leech  Atkinson, 
married  John  Fisher  and  they  had  10  children:  Amos  Fisher,  Rebecca  Fi6her 
(Oren) ,  Amy  Fi6her  (Me  Fadden) ,  Harriet  Ellen  Fisher  (Pond) ,  Joseph 
Fisher,  Pheobe  Fisher  (Waddell),  Thomas  E.  Fisher  (Margaret  Ann  Leslie's 
great  grandfather),  Rachel  Alice  Fisher  (Swift),  Henry  Fisher,  and 
A  zariah  Fisher. 

Thomas  E.  Fisher,  son  of  Hannah  Atkinson  (Fisher)  and  John  Fisher, 
married  Eliza  Jane  Durnell  (Fisher)  and  they  had  5  children:  James  Austin 
Fisher,  William  Estel  Fisher,  Florence  Fisher  (Bernard)  (Hodson) ,  Howard 
Ournell  Fisher  (Margaret  Ann  Leslie's  grandfather),  and  Rebecca  Fisher 
"'(Justice) , 

Howard  Durnell  Fisher,  son  of  Thomas  E.  and  Eliza  Jane  Durnell  Fisher, 
married  Clistie  Carey  Fisher  and  they  had  11  children:  Lois  lone  Fisher, 
Lucile  Eileen  Fisher  (Hadley),  Thomas  Benjamin  Fisher  (died  as  an  infant), 
Harold  Estel  Fisher,  Henry  Carey  Fisher,  Rebecca  Pauline  Fisher  (Leslie), 
Erma  Jean  Fisher  (Rush)  (Nordin) ,  Howard  Austin  Fisher,  John  Levi  Fisher, 
Dale  Allen  Fisher,  and  Mary  Jane  Fisher  (Huff). 

Rebecca  Pauline  Fisher  (Leslie) ,  daughter  of  Howard  D.  and  Clistie 
Carey  Fisher,  was  married  to  Thomas  Edward  Leslie  and  they  had  one  child  — 
Margaret  Ann  Leslie.

"FISHER  FAMILY" 

The  oldest  known  Fisher  was  believed  to  be  Sir  John  Fisher 
in  England  but  as  yet  we  have  not  been  able  to  prove  it.  The 
Fisher's  were  supposed  to  be  under  "George  Fox",  a  Quaker  or 
Friend  in  England  and  the  family  are  believed  to  have  come  to 
America  on  some  of  William  Penn's  ships  to  Pennsylvania. 

The  furthest  we  have  been  able  to  trace  the  Fisher  family 
was  Thomas  Fisher  who  wee  married  in  March  1713  to  Elizabeth 
Kuntly  Fisher  at  the  Concord  Monthly  Meeting,  Pa.  Elizabeth 
Huntly  Fisher's  people  were  William  Huntly  who  married  Mary 
Stanfield  Huntly  in  1392  in  Philadelphia.  Mary  Stanfield  Huntly 
(Elizabeth  Huntly  Fisher's  father  and  mother)  were  Francis  Stanfield 
and  his  wife  Grace  (maiden  name  unknown)  was  of  Marple  Township,  Pa. 
The  will  of  William  Huntly  of  Keiiitf Twp. ,  Husbandman,  is  dated 
1-1- (March)  1707-8.  His  land  was  probably  in  what  is  now  West 
Marlborough.  The  will  of  Wm.  Huntly  was  proved  April  10,  1703 
in  Philadelphia. 

Thomas  Fisher  whose  wife  was  Elizabeth  Huntly  Fisher  were 
married  at  Concord  Monthly  Meeting,  it  is  believed  that  they  may 
have  later  become  members  of  Kennett  Monthly  Meeting,  Pa.  The 
will  of  Thomas  Fisher  stated  of  East  Cain,  yeoman  was  dated 
April  3,  1747  and  proved  August  27,  1747.  Thomas  was  supposed 
to  have  given  about  250  acres  of  land  to  which  he  gave  his  son, 

Samuel  150  acres  and  to  Thomas,  another  son,  100  acres.  He  also 
gave  money,  colt  etc.  to  the  rest  of  the  family.  It  is  believed 
that  Thomas  Fisher  may  have  been  buried  somewhere  near  East  Cain,  Pa.

James  Fisher,  son  of  Thomas  and  Elizabeth  Huntly  Fisher,  was 
married  to  Alice  Stanfield  Fisher  (she  dau.  of  Samuel  Stanfield) 
on  February  14,  1736  at  Kennett  Monthly  Meeting,  Pa.  James  Fisher 
and  wife,  Alice,  obtained  a  certificate  from  Bradford  Monthly  Meeting 
September  17,  1762  to  Warrington  Monthly  with  5  youngest  children  - 
James,  Isaac,  Amos,  Merriam  and  Elizabeth.  Warrington  Monthly 
Meeting,  Pa.  was  in  York  County,  Pa.  information  taken  from 
Warrington's  Minutes,  page  139.  James  died  prior  to  1775  and  it 
is  believed  he  may  be  buried  in  Monahan  Twp.,  York  County,  Penna.

James  Fisher,  son  of  James  and  Alice  Stanfield  Fisher,  was 
born  July  1744  in  York  County,  Pennsylvania  and  James  was  married 
to  Jane  Atkinson  Fisher  on  February  15,  1775  at  Newberry  Monthly 
Meeting,  Pa.  Jane  Atkinson  (Fisher)  was  the  daughter  of  Cephas 
and  Hannah  Atkinson  of  Newberry  Township,  York  County,  Pa. 

James  and  Jane  Fisher  and  his  family  of  Newberry  Township,  York  Co., 
pa.  is  removed  to  Hopewell  Monthly  Meeting,  Va.  without  requesting 
certificate.  On  June  13,  1739  a  certificate  was  given  to  Hopewell 
Meeting,  Va.  on  October  10,  1789  with  children  -  Hannah,  Alice 
Cephas ,  Mary,  Thomas,  James  and  John.  (Page  172,  Warrington  Monthly 
Meeting,  York  Co.,  Pa.)  James  and  Jane  Fisher's  membership  from 
Hopewell  Monthly  Meeting,  Va.  page  952  of  I  transferred  to  Westfield 
Monthly  Meeting,  North  Carolina  on  December  3,  1792. 

New  Hope  Monthly  Meeting,  Greene  Co.,  Tennessee  established 
T  28  of  2  mo  1795  by  direction  of  New  Garden  Monthly  Meeting  (N.C.) 
Among  first  Friends  there  were  James  Fisher  and  family. 

James  and  Jane  Atkinson  Fisher  came  on  to  Ohio  and  their 
Church  Records  listed  in  American  Quaker  Genealogy  by  William  Wade 
Hinshaw,  Volume  V,  Page  55  was  transferred  from  New  Hope  Monthly 
Meeting,  Tennessee  dated  July  21,  1804  to  Miami  Monthly  Meeting, 

Ohio  dated  December  13,  1804.  Their  children  was  listed  in  these 
records  as  Alice,  Thomas,  Mary,  James,  John,  Hiram,  Jane  and 
Elizabeth.  (Note  these  were  children  with  them  and  did  not  list 
unborn  or  married  children) . 

James,  son  of  James  and  Alice  Fisher,  died  August  30,  1823 
aged  84  years,  42  das  and  his  wife,  Jane  Atkinson  Fisher  died 
September  18,  1824  aged  71  years,  7  1/2  mos.  and  both  are  buried 
at  Walnut  Creek  Cemetery,  Fayette  County,  Ohio.

Cephas  Fisher,  son  of  James  and  Jane  Atkinson  Fisher  was 
born  in  1779  in  Pennsylvania  and  was  married  to  Rachel  Stanfield 
Fisher,  born  1789  and  they  moved  to  Ohio  about  1804.  Cephas  and 
Rachel  Stanfield  Fisher  are  believed  to  have  been  married  about 
1804  in  Tennessee  and  then  came  to  Ohio.  Cephas  and  Rachel  Stanfield 
Fisher  had  8  children  -  Thomas,  James,  Cephas,  John ,  Sammy,  Rebecca, 
Rachel  and  Hannah.  Cephas  Fisher  and  his  family  moved  to  Ohio 
about  1804  to  Highland  County  near  East  Monroe,  Ohio  and  in  1837 
moved  to  Clinton  County,  Ohio.  Rachel  Stanfield  Fisher,  Cephas's 
first  wife  died  on  May  5,  1844,  age  55  years  and  is  buried  at  Lees 
Creek  Friends  Cemetery  near  Highland,  Ohio.  Cephas  Fisher  died  Dec.  31, 
1864,  age  84  years  and  he  is  also  buried  at  Lees  Creek  Friends 
Cemetery  about  1  mile  west  of  Highland,  Ohio. 

Cephas  and  Rachel  Stanfield  Fisher's  (1st  wife)  children;

To  Cephas  and  Jane  Leech  Atkinson  Fisher,  his  second  wife,  was  one 
child  -  Eli  Fisher.  Lees  Creek  M.M.  near  Highland,  Ohio  was  closed 
by  Fairfield  Quarterly  Meeting  February  5,  1831.

Cephas  and  Jane  Leech  Atkinson  Fisher  (2nd  wife)  child: 

Eli  Fisher  horn  June  27,  1845  and  died  Nov.  22,  1902 

Eli  married  Rebecca  lie  Fadden  Fisher  on  2-1-1866 
and  their  two  children  were  Mary  Fisher  (Hester) 
who  married  Daniel  Kester  and  Charley  Fisher 
(never  married)  a  cripple. 


John  Fisher,  son  of  Cephas  and  Rachel  Stanfield  Fisher,  was 
born  October  29,  1320  in  Highland  County,  Ohio  and  died  January  7, 
1895.  He  was  married  to  Hannah  Atkinson  Fisher,  born  June  2,  1827 
in  Clinton  Co.,  Ohio  and  she  died  December  17,  1904.  John  and 
Hannah  Atkinson  Fisher  had  10  children.  Hannah  Atkinson  Fisher, 
John  Fisher's  wife,  was  the  daughter  of  John  (who  died  1833)  and 
Jane  Leech  Atkinson  (  he  a  native  of  Ohio  and  Jane  Atkinson  of 
Penna.  -  Jane  Leech  Atkinson  (Fisher)  was  the  2nd  wife  of  Cephas 
Fisher  -  John  Fisher's  father's  second  wife).  John  and  Hannah 
Atkinson  Fisher  owned  368  acres  of  land  in  Clinton  County  and 
were  Members  of  the  Society  of  Friends  as  were  many  of  their 
ancestors.  John  Fisher  gave  the  land  where  Fairview  Friends 
Church  in  1869  near  New  Vienna,  Ohio  is  built  and  they  used  the 
plain  language  (thee,  thy,  thou).  His  son,  Thomas  E.  Fisher,-''" 
was  one  of  the  trustees  of  Fairview  Friends  Church  and  helped 
to  build  the  new  brick  Church  in  1910.  John  Fisher  was  a  mild 
quiet  farmer  and  Hannah  Atkinson  Fisher,  his  wife,  delivered 
babies  and  helped  people  whenever  they  were  sick  or  needed  help. 
They  built  a  nice  brick  home  about  a  mile  west  of  Fairview  Church. 
John  and  Hannah  Atkinson  Fisher  are  buried  in  the  cemetery  at 
New  Vienna,  Ohio.  John  and  Hannah  Fisher  were  married  9-25-1845.

War  and  while  on  a  trip  through  Virginia  was  entertained  in  the 
Richardson  home  where  he  fell  in  love  with  the  daughter,  Katie 
and  married  her.  It  is  said  he  was  the  son  of  a  Scottish 
nobleman  and  twice  each  year,  accompanied  by  two  servants,  went 
to  Philadelphia  to  receive  the  rents  from  the  Scottish  Estate. 

It  is  come  in  gold  and  was  carried  across  the  mountains  in 
Saddlebags.  About  the  year  1807  or  1808,  he  went  to  Philadelphia 
and  while  waiting  for  the  Ship  to  arrive  was  stricken  with  the 
cholera.  When  he  did  not  return  to  his  home  his  father-in-law 
Richardson  went  to  Philadelphia  and  learned  that  William  Durnell 
and  his  servants  had  died  during  the  plague.  He  had  always  told 
Katie  that  upon  the  death  of  his  father  he  would  have  to  return 
to  Scotland  and  take  over  the  estate.  Fearing  the  family  might 
demand  her  children,  Katie's  father  freed  some  of  his  slaves,  sold 
others  and  sold  his  plantation  and  went  to  Champlain  County,  Ohio. 

It  has  been 
said  that  all  in  America  who  boar  the  name  Durnell  are  descended 
from  this  William  Durnell.

HISTORY  OF  THE  FOUNDING  OF  FAIRVIEW  MEETING 

Baltimore  Yearly  Meeting,  founded  in  1672,  set  off 
Ohio  Yearly  Meeting  at  Short  Creek  (  Mount  Pleasant  ) 
Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  in  1813.  Ohio  Yearly  Meeting 
set  off  Indiana  Yearly  Meeting  in  1821.  Indiana  Yearly 
Meeting  set  off  Wilmington  Yearly  Meeting  in  1892. 

When  Indiana  Yearly  Meeting  was  set  off  from  Ohio 
Yearly  Meeting,  the  Monthly  Meetings  of  western  Ohio 
were  included,  among  these  being  Fairfield,  Clear  Creek 
and  Lees  Creek. 

Miami  Monthly  Meeting  was  established  in  1803.  This 
meeting  was  located  in  Waynesville,  Ohio.  It  wa6  set  off 
by  Westland  Monthly  Meeting,  under  direction  of  Redstone 

* 

(Pa.)  Quarterly  Meeting.  Fairfield  Monthly  Meeting 
(near  Leesburg,  Ohio)  was  set  off  from  Miami  Monthly 
Meeting  in  1807  by  authority  of  Redstone  Quarterly  Meeting 
(Pa.)  Clear  Creek  Monthly  Meeting  (three-fourth  mile 
east  of  Samantha,  Ohio)  was  set  off  from  Fairfield  Monthly 
Meeting  in  1812.  (two  ancestors  of  the  Terrell  family, 
Charity  Nordyke  and  Daniel  Huff  were  charter  members  of 
Clear  Creek  Monthly  Meeting) .  Clear  Creek  Monthly  Meeting 
was  a  constituent  member  of  Fairfield  Quarterly  Meeting 
which  was  established  in  1815  by  Ohio  Yearly  Meeting. 

Lees  Creek  Monthly  Meeting  (  one  and  one-half  mile 
North-west  of  Highland,  Ohio)  was  set  up  by  Fairfield 
Quarterly  Meeting  in  1817.  (An  ancestor  of  the  Thorn¬ 
burg  family  was  a  charter  member  of  Lees  Creek.) 

(This  meeting  was  laid  down  in  1831.) 

The  component  meetings  of  Clear  Creek  Monthly 
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(History  of  the  Founding  of  Fairview  Meeting) 

Meeting,  which  was  called  Preparative  Meetings,  were 
Clear  Creek  (near  Samantha) ,  Newberry  (Martinsville) 
and  East  Fork  (one  mile  north  of  New  Vienna) •  Newberry 
was  set  off  as  a  Monthly  Meeting  in  1816. 

East  Fork  Meeting  was  started  in  1809.  Meetings 
had  been  held  in  private  homes  for  the  previous  three 
years.  The  Meeting  was  organized  with  nineteen  members. 

A  log  meeting  house  was  built  upon  land  given  by 
Micajah  Nordyke.  The  log  house  was  replaced  in  1830 
by  a  brick  structure.  The  log  house  had  one  door  and 
one  window  in  eachend  of  the  building.  This  brick  house 
was  dismantled  in  about  1871  when  the  meeting  was 
moved  to  a  new  meeting  house  in  New  Vienna.  The  old 
house  was  purchased  by  John  Hussey  and  rebuilt  in 
New  Vienna  where  it  housed  the  Friends  Printing  Asso-ciation 
was  the  leading  printery  for  the  Society 
of  Friends  in  America  for  several  years. 

In  3rd  Month,  13th  1869  a  list  of  names  was  presented 
to  the  Monthly  Meeting  held  at  East  Fork  for  membership. 

This  list  contained  about  150  names  and  were  all  frozp 
the  neighorhoods  of  the  Hoskins  School  (2  miles  north 
east  of  New  Vienna  on  the  Bernard  Road)  and  the  McFadden 
School  (the  house  where  the  family  of  Howard  Fisher  is 
residing  in  1953) .  These  people  had  been  visited  in 
their  homes  and  were  declared  acceptable  for  membership. 

They  were  recommended  by  a  committee  composed  of  Thomas 
Hiatt,  Jonathan  Carey,  Rachel  B.  Hussey  and  Mary  Jane 
Lewis .

and  Sarah  Conard  were  appointed  to  inform  these  persons 

of  their  reception  into  membership. 

In  6th  Month  12th  1869,  the  following  minute  is 
recorded; 

To  Clear  Creek  Monthly  Meeting  of  Friends, 

Dear  Friends;  This  is  to  certify  that  the 
Friends  of  the  Hoskins  and  McFadden  neighborhoods, 
also  a  few  Friends  of  Fairfield  Monthly  Meeting,  met 
and  after  a  full  and  free  interchange  of  sentiment  it 
was  unanimously  agreed  that  it  would  improve  the  ad¬ 
vancement  of  the  cause  of  Truth  to  establish  a  meeting 
for  worship  in  this  part  of  the  land.  We  therefore  re-

quest  that  a  Meeting  by  the  name  of  Fairview  be  granted 
to  be  composed  of  Friends  in  the  above  mentioned  neigh¬ 
borhoods  to  be  held  on  the  First  Day  of  the  Week  except 
during  the  week  of  Quarterly  Meeting  and  on- Fifth  Day 
except  during  the  week  of  Quarterly  Meeting  and  Monthly 
Meeting . 

Signed  by  Israel  Terrell,  John  Fisher  and  Edward 
Thorburg. 

(The  above  mentioned  “Friends  of  Fairfield  Monthly 
Meeting”  refer  to  the  following  Friends.  These  Friends  had 
their  memberships  transferred  to  Fairview  Meeting  Second 
Month  twelfth  1870; 

John,  Mary  and  Rachel  Fisher;  Israel  and  Sidney  Terrell, 
with  their  children  -  James,  Allen,  Sarah,  William, 

Charles  and  Anna;  John  and  Elizabeth  Terrell,  with  their 

Also  at  the  time 
of  this  transfer,  the  following  members  of  Fairfield 
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(History  of  the  Founding  of  Fairview  Meeting) 

Monthly  Meeting  were  transferred  to  Clear  Creek  Monthly 

Meeting;  Edward  and  Rachel  Thornburg  and  family  -  Hannah, 

William,  Silas,  Matilda,  John,  Rachel,  Samel ,  Frances  and

Harriett.  Also,  Mary  Kier. 

In  the  year  of  1867  the  memberships  of  Hampton  and 
Harriett  Terrell  had  been  transferred  from  Fairfield 
to  Clear  Creek  Monthly  Meeting.  ) 

The  Monthly  Meeting  appointed  the  following  com¬ 
mittee  to  advise  with  the  Friends  of  Hoskins  and  McFadden 
neighborhoods  and  report  to  the  next  Monthly  Meeting; 

Henry  Nordyke,  John  Achor,  Stephen  Hussey,  David  Carey, 
Lydia  Wright,  Sarah  Conard,  Almeda  Nordyke  and  Mary 
Ann  Malone. 


This  committee  reported  to  the  next  Monthly  Meeting 
that  they  were  "fully  united  in  beleiving  that  it  would 
be  right  to  establish  the  Meeting  as  requested".  The 
report  recognized  the  gift  of  one  acre  of  land  by  John 
Fisher  whereon  the  Meeting  House  would  be  built,  and 
that  the  house  was  contracted  to  be  built  ready  for 
occupancy  by  the  next  Tenth  Month. 

At  the  monthly  Meeting  of  Eleventh  Month,  12th, 

1869  a  request  came  from  the  Fairview  Meeting  asking 
that  a  Preparative  Meeting  be  established  and  that  all 
the  members  constituting  it  be  attached  to  Clear  Creek 
Monthly  Meeting.  This  petition  was  signed  by;- 
William  Hoskins,  Edward  Thornburg,  Elizabeth  Terrell  and 
Phebe  Conard.  The  Meeting  united  with  the  request. 

Cn  the  12th  of  2nd  Month  1870  a  minute  from  Fairfield 
Quarterly  Meeting  was  read  which  stated  that  the  Quarterly 
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(History  of  the  Founding  of  Fairview  Meeting) 

Meeting  "united  in  a  proposition  for  the  establishment 
of  a  Preparative  Meeting  at  Fairview.  Also  at  this  Monthly 
Meeting,  the  following  committee  was  appointed 
to  attend  the  opening  of  Fairview  Preparative  Meeting; 

Joseph  Wright,  Jonathan  Carey,  Henry  Nordyke,  Thomas 
Davis,  Stephen  Hussey,  Owen  West,  John  Achor ,  Suel  Green, 
Edith  Conard,  Mary  West  and  Edith  Nordyke, 

On  the  12th  of  3rd  Month  1870  the  above  named  committee 
reported  that  "the  meeting  was  opened  and  attended  to 
good  satisfaction". 

At  Fairfield  Quarterly  Meeting  of  the  7th  Month 
1869  the  following  minutes  was  recorded;-  By  the  reports 
from  Fairfield  and  Clear  Creek  Monthly  Meetings,  it

appears  that  request  has  been  made  for  the  establishment 
of  a  meeting  for  worship  3  1/2  miles  north  of  New  Vienna 
to  be  known  as  Fairview.  .  .  which  being  considered  was 
fully  united  with  and  it  is  directed  that  the  next 
10th  Month  the  meeting  shall  be  opened,  and  we  appoint 
Jacob  Todhunter,  John  Henry  Douglass,  Joseph  Peitsmeyer, 
Thomas  Hiatt,  Ruth  Holiday,  Lydia  Barrett,  Mary  Ann 
Smith,  Ruth  Wright,  Rebecca  Todhunter,  and  Mary  Ann 
Malone  to  attend  the  opening  thereof  and  report  their 
care  of  the  next  meeting. 

At  the  following  Quarterly  Meeting  the  establishment 
of  Fairview  Preparative  Meeting  was  authorized. 

Fairview  Monthly  Meeting  was  established  in  19$2  /  f  /  %• 

by  Fairfield  Quarterly  Meeting  from  Clear  Creek  Monthly 
Meeting.  In  191£>  a  brick. Meeting  House  was  built  to

I  Another  Graph 

So  far  as  is  known,  Zebulon  Heston  and  John  Parrish,  members  of 
Philadelphia  Monthly  Meeting,  were  the  first  Friends  to  enter  the 
Northwest  Territory.  In  1773  they  made  a  religious  visit  to  the  Delaware 
Indians  in  the  area  which  is  now  eastern  Ohio. 

Thomas  Beals  was  the  first  Friend's  minister  who  is  known  to  have 
preached  north  of  the  Ohio  River.  In  1775,  he  with  four  other  Friends 
held  many  meetings  with  the  Shawnee  and  other  Indians  with  satisfaction 
and  returned  home  with  much  peace  of  mind.  Thus  the  first  seeds  of 
Quakerism  were  planted  in  the  Northwest  Territory. 

Westland  Monthly  Meeting  opened  near  Brownsville  in  Washington 
County,  Pennsylvania  in  1785  and  Redstone  Monthly  Meeting  opened  in  Fayette 
County,  Pennsylvania  in  1793.  In  1798  these  two  monthly  meetings  were 
/anted  a  quarterly  meeting  by  Baltimore  Yearly  Meeting  to  be  known  as 
Redstone  Quarterly  Meeting.  These  meetings  were  located  in  southwestern 
Pennsylvani s ,  about  three  hundred  miles  from  Waynesville.  During  the 
migration  of  Friends,  many  of  them  left  their  certificates  of  membership 
at  Westland  Monthly  Meeting.  (Pages  2  and  3) 

Dr.  Harlow  Lindley,  well  known  Quaker  historian  and  Curator  of 
History  for  the  Ohio  State  Museum  for  many  years,  said  that  churches,  like 
individuals,  have  a  genealogical  record.  Miami  Monthly  Meeting  descended 
directly  from  Westland  Monthly  Meeting,  located  near  Brownsville,  Pennsylvania, 
which  was  established  in  1785.  Westland  was  set  off  from  Hopewell  Monthly 
Meeting  at  Winchester  Virginia.  Hopewell  was  set  off  in  1735  from 
Nottngham  Monthly  Meeting  (Cecil  County,  Maryland).  Nottingham  was  set 
off  in  1730  from  New  Garden  Monthly  Meeting,  Chester  County,  Pennsylvania. 

New  Garden  Monthly  Meeting  was  set  off  from  Kennett,  Pennsylvania.  Kennett 
was  set  off  from  Chester  Monthly  Meeting,  Pennsylvania.  Chester  was  set  off 
from  Burlington  Monthly  Meeting,  New  Jersey.  Burlington  was  set  off  from 
Salem,  New  Jersey  Monthly  Meeting,  which  was  established  5,  31,  1676.
